Aw Austrian officer, the Baron Von W-—, 
who served in the Sxekler, in the last war wit! 
the Turks, lived afew years since at B—. 
He was fond of relating the different extraordi- 
nary events of his campaigns. From the num 
ber, we select the following anecdote, which is 
given in the Baron’s own words : 

In the spring of the year 1788, I set out from 
Miclosvar in ‘Transylvania, to conduct a pum- 
her of recruits to m regiment, which then lay 
jn the vicinity of Orsown. Jn a village near 
the army lived a gypsy, Who carried on the 
trade of a suttler. y new soldiers, who were 
extremely superstitious, asked her to tell* their 
fortunes. 1 laughed at them, and at the same 
tune ‘held my band tothe gypsy. 

«Phe 20th of August,” sard she, with a very 
significant air, and without adding another sy. 
Fable. 1 wished to obtaw some explanatien, 
but she repeated the same words ; and as I was 
going away she called out to me in the same 
tone,“ the 20:1) of August.” It may cavily 
de supposed that this date remained impressed 
Bpon my memory. é na r 

We joined the army, and shared its fati cove 
and dawyers. Jt is well known in this war, the 
Turks gave no quarters. Their caibfs offered 
a premiom ofaducat for every head that should 
be brought into the camp, and ocither Janissa- 
ries nor Saphies neglected any opportunity of 
earning this reward. ‘This arrangement was 
particularly fatal to oor advanced posts. There 
was scarcely a pight bot what the Turks came 
in superior numbers to seek for heads, aud at 
day Sreak, it was ofieu found that part of the 
«amp had been guarded only by decapitated 
trunks. ‘The privee of Coburg resolved to sead 
every Might stroog piquets of cavalry beyond 
the chain of videts, for the purpose of protect- 
ing them; these piquets were composed of ove 
or two huodred men ; but the Turkish generals 
finding their troops disturbed in their retail 
tiadé, sent still more numerous detachments a- 
gainst our piguets which procured them a still 
wore considerable profit, The service of the 
piquets was ccgsequently of seach a pature, that 
those who were appoisted to perform it, always 
fe their affairs in order previous to their de- 

artute. 

Things were in this state in the month of Au- 
gust. Several battles bad not chanyed the po- 
sition of the army, A week before the 20th, 
ny fortune-teller, of whom I bad frequeatly 
purchased provisions, again made her appear- 
ance. She entered my teat, requested me to 
leave her a legacy, in case I should die on the 
fay she had predicted, and offered, in case I 
eid not, tomake me a present of a hamper of 
Tokay. This wine was a rarity in the arovy ; 
the gypsy appeared to me not to have common 
seuce; inthe situation in which | thea was, a 
speedy death was pot improbable, but I had no 
reason to expect it precisely on the 20th of Au- 
Rust.
